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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1. Claims 1 , 3, 5, 29, 31 and 33 are allowable. Thus the previous restriction 
requirement dealing with the claims that depend from claim 1 is withdrawn and claims 7, 
9, 11. 13. 15, 17, 19, 21, 23, 25, 27, 35, 37, 39, 41 , 43, 45, 47 and 49 are no longer 
withdrawn. However, claim 2 and it's dependents, directed towards the species with the 
three-prime-color cholesteric material layer remain withdrawn from consideration they 
do not depend upon or otherwise include all the limitations of an allowed generic claim 
as required by 37 CFR 1.141. 

In view of the above noted withdrawal of the restriction requirement as to the 
linked species, applicant(s) are advised that if any claim(s) depending from or including 
all the limitations of the allowable generic linking claim(s) be presented in a continuation 
or divisional application, such claims may be subject to provisional statutory and/or 
nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application.
